New Social Security 


Fax is Explained 


The social security tax rate for 
pcisons whose wfork counts to- 
A-ard old-age and survivors in­ 
surance increased on the first of 
January, manager of the Abilene 
social security office, reminded 
employers, employees, and self- 
employed people today. 
This increase in tax contribu­ 
tion is in accordance with the 
1950 amendments to the social 
security law, and was enacted by 
Congress in anticipation of fut­ 
ure obligations of the program. 
Employees in jobs covered by 
the law will have 2 percent in­ 
stead of the recent l>2 percent 
deducted from their pay begin­ 
ning with the first of January 
up to earnings of $3600 a vear;
